The first course, that In Agronomy, 


!uis to do with staple crops and fer- 
tilisers. 
Tills 
will deal exclusively 


with the growing of potatoes, beans 
and sweet corn, including selection of 
seed, 
planting, 
methods of culture, 


praying, and harvesting. . The matter 


of commercial fertilizers 
and 
farm 


manures will be discussed from the 
standpoint of the present war situa- 
tion. 


In Horticulture 102. the subject is 


'War Gardening." 
It will deal with 


tho planning and operation* of 
the 


community, school, home and factory 
;arden. 
It will include a study of 


sites and soils, fertilizers and manures 


planning the garden, kinds 


and varieties of vegetables to grow En 
this state, how to grow the plants, and 
tho storage of the vegetables in the 
fall. 


Horticulture 104 is to be devoted to 


practical fruit growing. 'It is designed 
with it to meet the needs of supervis- 
ors of gardens whoso duties will also 
include some work with orchards.
